DETROIT; Feb. 5— Weather that 
ran the gamut from mild temper­ 
ature and fair in lower Michigan to 
driving snows farther north sleeted 
streets and wires wrought at least 
$1,000,000 damage and demoralized 
traffic and communication in many 
places. 
\ Telegraph and telephone comp­ 
anies reported that the havoc to 
their wires centered in an area of 
about 40 miles from ’Chicago, but 
the octopus arms of the storm ex­ 
tended in every direction from that 
center. The worst blizzard in years, 
acording to reports, damaged the 
telephone and telegraph lines in the 
vicinity of Milwaukee to the extent 
of $1,000,000. 
Trains were reported stalled in 
several places and snow banks in 
parts of Wisconsin were said to be 
IO feet deep. 
Another radius of the storm ex­ 
tended south and southwest from 
Chicago 
through 
Illinois, Misouri 
and as far south as Texas. A torna­ 
do accompained by rain and hail 
caused damage placed at $100,000 
at Hauberstadt, Missouri.

With only two brief religious ser­ 
vices to mark the entombment in 
the vault beneath Bethlehem chapel 
in the hills high above the city 
there was little that official W ash­ 
ington could do to show its respect 
and admiration for the life that had 
ended: Had Mrs. Wilson willed oth­ 
erwise unstinted honors would have 
been poured 
out to mark the na­ 
tion’s mourning. Even as it is in 
every naval and army post beneath 
the stars and stripes last honors 
Will be paid in full with booming 
guns sounding a death knell be­ 
neath the half-masted colors. 
Besides the proclamation 
of a 
thirty-day period of national mourn­ 
ing, President Coolidge has thrust 
aside all social activities. 
Service to be Simple. 
Very few of the many who would 
go to express their feelings at the 
services if they would be able to 
find a place at either the private 
exercises in the home or the more 
public ones at the chapel. At the 
home the family and a little group 
of closest friends can find standing 
room and there can be no place for 
the plain folk who have no other 
mean's of expressing their sorrow 
and admiration than to stand for 
long hours along the crowded way 
along which the funeral train will 
pass.

Mr. Hiram Johnson was lately heard from in various 
parts of the country. But there was nowhere heard an echo 
of him after he left The personally selected President candi­ 
date of Albert D. Lasker is doing his best to live up to the 
advertising agent's notion of what a live political tour should 
be, but is palpably failing in impressiveness. Even if Mr. Las­ 
ker should rally the whole power of the American Jewish 
Committee to Mr. Johnson (or part of it which Mr. Baruch 
fails to rally to Mr. McAdoo) there would still be something 
lacking in appeal tovthe American mind. As a “poor man,” 
as Mr. Johnson delights to describe himself, he is in mighty 
poor company. Poor men should avoid as they would avoid 
a pestilence the favors of wealthy men who seldom invest 
without expectation of return. 
The lack of frankness in Mr. Johnson was nowhere more 
apparent ation in his Michigan address. Michigan is the home 
of Mr. Newberry whose election to the United States Senate 
was contested. Senator Johnson was not present when the 
vote was taken and was charged the length and breadth of 
the country with committing a deliberate act of evasion. He 
came to Michigan with that handicap, and in his speech re­ 
ferred to the Newberry matter numerous times, always link­ 
ing it with the regret that he had “missed the train.” But he 
was not frank enough to say (|ow he would have voted had 
the train arrived, and he with it! After that, of course, 
Michigan promptly returned Mr. Johnson to the limbo from 
which his appearance had 
momentarily lifted him. 
As “the Opposition” Mr. Johnson is pitiably ineffectual. 
Merely being “agin the government” is not a certificate of 
wisdom in American eyes. And merely being “for” something 
that will win votes by giving people money out of the Treas­ 
ury, is not accepted as statesman^ vision.

The peers only meet to 
elect a member to fill vacancies and 
then they are called together by the 
clerk of the House or fiords. 
Th present Irish peers in the 
Lords number 28.

LICE IN CATTIES 
(By J. W. Boehr) 
Extension Dairyman 


Many dairyman report a decrease 
in milk flow, due to lice on cows. 
The standard remedies have been 
dips, which cause a drop in pro­ 
duction af milk, due to the chills 
which effect cows adversely. 
Several Oklahoma dairyman have 
used 
the following with sucess: 
Dust the skin of infested animals 
with a mixture of 3 parts flowers 
of sulphur, I part of ground sa- 
sabaliia seed and 1-2 part pyre I- 
thrum (Pesian insect powder. Blank 
et the animal for three or four 
hours and brush the ikln vigor­ 
ously,- to remove lice and powder. 
Blanket the animal for three or 
four hours and brush the skin 
powder. 
This treatment may be repeated 
without harm to the animal, un­ 
til all traces of lice disappear.
